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SELECTMEN  S  REPORT 


The  Clarendon  Board  of  Selectmen  meet  at  the  town  hall  at  7  P.M.  on  the 
2nd  and  4th  Mondays  of  each  month.  We  would  like  to  thank  the  many 
townspeople  who  attend  our  meetings  regularly;  we  apreciate  your  support 
and  assistance.  All  meetings  are  open  to  the  public  and  everyone  is  en¬ 
couraged  to  attend  and  participate. 

Our  highway  crew,  which  consists  of  a  Road  Commissioner  and  3  full-time 
employees,  continues  to  work  on  ditching,  paving  and  tree  removal  projects 
as  well  as  the  routine  and  winter  maintenance.  We  presently  have  4  trucks,  a 
grader  and  a  loader  and  73  miles  of  road  to  care  for  in  town.  Equipment  was 
updated  this  year  with  the  addition  of  another  truck  radio  and  two  slide-in 
sanders. 

Traffic  control  and  law-enforcement  duties  are  constantly  increasing  as  the 
town  grows.  To  supplement  the  work  done  by  our  constables  we  have  been 
using  the  Rutland  County  Sheriff’s  Dept,  for  daytime  enforcement  of  traffic 
regulations.  We  recently  hired  a  new  Special  Police  Officer  to  operate  our 
radar  gun  and  help  curb  speeding  and  stop  sign  violations. 

Numerous  burglaries  in  town  during  the  past  few  months  have  prompted 
residents  to  become  more  aware  of  possible  suspicious  activities  in  their 
neighborhoods  and  a  Neighborhood  Watch  Group  is  being  formed. 
Crimestoppers  also  has  representatives  in  Clarendon  and  they  have  signs 
posted  at  entrance  points  in  town.  Town  residents  with  773-  775-  or  747- 
phone  exchanges  will  be  able  to  use  the  911  emergency  call  number,  but  are 
still  advised  to  use  the  Fire  Dept,  number  775-0534  to  call  direct  as  volun¬ 
teer  firemen  must  be  called  out  thru  the  pager  system  at  the  answering  ser¬ 
vice. 

Your  ideas  and  views  are  valuable  to  us.  We  encourage  you  to  participate 
in  your  town  government  and  invite  you  to  attend  our  meetings.

tax  rate  could  have  been  $2.69  per  $100. 

Nancy  Decker  and  Cecil  White  have  completed  and  passed  all  three  cour¬ 
ses  the  State  offers.  Course  I  —  Cost;  Course  II  —  Market;  Course  III  —  In¬ 
come.  They  have  also  received  their  designation  of  Vermont  Property 
Evaluator,  VPE.  Arthur  Knox  has  completed  and  passed  Course  I. 

Reappraisal  =  Cooperation  by  ALL  not  just  a  few  is  needed  for  this  to  be 
finished.  It  will  help  greatly  by  speeding  up  this  process.  If  reappraisal  is 
not  done  due  to  lack  of  cooperation  we  will  occur  a  large  penalty  which  we 
will  see  in  our  taxes  for  1989.  The  State  requires  that  a  town’s  fair  market 
value  to  be  80%  or  above.  At  last  count  Clarendon’s  is  57%.

In  October  1988  we  completed  our  25th  year  as  your  Volunteer  Fire 
Department.  We  wish  to  thank  the  townspeople  for  your  support  and 
assistance  in  the  past  years. 

In  1988  the  fire  department  budget  was  $42,500  of  which  the  men  and 
auxiliary  raised  $33,000  from  weekly  bingos,  auction,  work  at  the  Rutland 
Fair  and  various  other  projects.  This  money  was  used  to  purchase:  3  ad¬ 
ditional  pagers,  butterfly  gate  for  our  pumper,  explosion  proof  smoke  ejec¬ 
tor,  1100  gallon  portable  tank  and  a  VCR  to  help  improve  our  training 
during  the  winter  months. 

Our  biggest  accomplishment  in  1988  was  a  one  bay  addition  to  the  North 
Clarendon  station  to  make  room  for  a  new  pumper  we  hope  to  be  able  to  pur¬ 
chase  in  1989.  This  piece  of  equipment  is  needed  for  better  fire  protection 
due  to  the  growth  of  the  town. 

In  1988  we  received  49  emergency  calls,  which  required  1,042  man  hours 
and  201  Equipment  hours.  The  department  went  out  of  town  on  mutual  aid  7 
times  and  received  mutual  aid  twice. 

Clarendon  fire  department  was  represented  in  6  parades  throughout  the 
year,  and  participated  in  various  sporting  competitions,  coming  home  with 
12  trophies. 

The  department  has  only  30  active  firemen  to  fight  fires  and  raise  money 
for  our  expenses.  More  help  would  be  appreciated  from  anyone  who  would  be 
willing  to  donate  their  time  to  raise  money  or  from  anyone  who  would  like  to 
become  a  firefighter.

A  REPORT  TO  THE  CITIZENS  OF  CLARENDON 

The  world  we  live  in  today  is  dangerous.  Earthquakes,  floods,  winter 
storms,  forest  fires,  airplane  accidents,  and  hazardous  chemicals  threaten  us. 
Extended  breakdown  of  normal  systems  of  distribution,  communication, 
transportation,  power  supply,  or  other  services  will  affect  the  lives  of  our 
citizens,  some  of  whom  could  experience  severe  suffering  if  normal  services 
are  suspended. 

On  7-25-1988  your  appointed  Emergency  Managers  began  to  develop  a 
preparedness  plan  for  our  community  with  the  help  of  our  State  Government 
and  Town  Officials.  The  Emergency  Management  Action  Plan  (EMAP)  will 
consist  of  adaptable  principles  and  procedures  which  are  applicable  in  ad¬ 
ministering  a  variety  of  emergency  situations.  EMAP  will  walk  us  through 
the  process  of  activation  of  our  emergency  operations  centers,  (2  to  be  in 
Clarendon)  preliminary  damage  assessments,  public  assistance  and  rapid 
mobilization  of  all  resources.

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1988  ANNUAL  REPORT 

RUTLAND  COUNTY  SOLID  WASTE  DISTRICT 


Believing  that  a  financially  and  environmentally  balanced  approach  is 
necessary  to  meet  the  waste  disposal  crisis  that  threatens  our  region,  the 
Rutland  County  Solid  Waste  District  has  established  a  three  pronged  plan. 
The  District  is  vigorously  working  to  site  a  regional  landfill  that  can  dispose 
of  both  raw  waste  and  incinerator  ash.  Second,  we  are  working  to  negotiate  a 
new  contract  that  will  re-open  the  incineration  plant  at  affordable  rates  and 
finally,  we  are  working  to  recycle  as  much  of  the  waste  stream  as  we  can  to 
reduce  both  our  total  volume  and  cost. 

While  the  District  saw  tipping  fees  escalate  dramatically  during  1988,  and 
watched  as  Vicon  was  forced  to  declare  bankruptcy,  the  year  still  showed 
progress.  The  incineration  plant  proved  that  it  could  operate  efficiently  and 
safely.  At  the  close  of  1988,  we  are  negotiating  with  three  companies  in¬ 
terested  in  purchasing  and  operating  the  facility.  With  respect  to  landfills, 
we  have  completed  the  first  of  three  screening  phases  for  a  new  landfill  and 
anticipate  that  the  site  selection  process  will  be  complete  by  the  end  of  next 
summer.  Finally,  we  have  implementation  plans  well  underway  for  both  cur¬ 
bside  and  transfer  station  based  recycling  programs  that  should  allow  all 
communities  to  avoid  high  tipping  fees  on  recyclable  materials. 

Vermont’s  Act  78  has  set  another  agenda  that  will  require  long-term  plan¬ 
ning,  education,  user  fees  and  more  aggressive  recycling  and  reduction  of  our 
wastes.  During  the  coming  year,  we  will  be  working  with  the  Regional  Com¬ 
mission  to  draft  a  regional  solid  waste  management  plan.  As  we  strive  to 
implement  affordable,  safe  and  effective  strategies  to  dispose  of  waste,  we 
will  also  be  providing  an  on-going  educational  program  on  what  we  must  do 
and  what  role  each  of  us  plays.

Association,  Inc.  The  push  to  get  people  out  of  hospitals  sooner  has  made 
our  Agency  busier  providing  more  high  tech  nursing,  as  well  as  trying  to 
meet  the  needs  of  the  chronic  long-term  patient  care. 

We  continue  to  have  to  fight  to  get  Medicare  payments  to  provide  needed 
health  care  to  the  elderly.  Insurance  companies  seem  to  pattern  their 
payment  methods  after  Medicare,  so  it  continues  to  be  a  constant  demand 
for  more  paperwork  to  get  any  payment.  Many  people  that  need  care  do  not 
qualify  under  a  payment  program,  so  your  Town  funding  helps  us  provide 
many  needed  health  services. 

We  provided  the  following  services  in  your  town: 

Unduplicated  patients  —  26 

Skilled  Nursing  Care  -  132  visits  Speech  Therapy  -  0  visits 

Home  Health  Aide  -  132  visits  Homemaker  -  192  visits 

Physical  Therapy  -  36  visits  Clinic  Services  -  2 

Occupational  Therapy  -  0  visits  Prenatal  Couples  -  4 

Health  care  provided  in  the  home  is  becoming  more  popular.  People  want 
to  stay  at  home  as  long  as  possible.  We  are  here  to  support  that  concept  and 
provide  as  many  services  as  we  can  to  make  this  a  choice  that  your  Town 
people  have.

In  fiscal  year  1988,  the  Southwestern  Vermont  Area  Agency  on  Aging 
served  102  residents  of  Clarendon  with  our  meals  program,  senior  advocate 
and  other  services.  There  were  1977  Meals  on  Wheels  delivered  to  15 
homebound  persons  in  Clarendon.  Meals  on  Wheels  are  vital  to  many  per¬ 
sons  and  help  them  to  remain  in  their  own  homes.  1366  meals  were  served  to 
residents  of  Clarendon  in  the  Grange  Hall.  54  Clarendon  residents 
participated  in  that  program.  Senior  Advocates  assisted  33  Clarendon 
residents  with  a  variety  of  services  including  applications  and  problem 
resolution  in  benefit  programs  such  as  Medicaid,  Foodstamps,  and  S.S.I. 
Advocate  staff  also  helped  elders  who  had  questions  or  problems  related  to 
health  care  payments,  insurance  claims,  Vermont  tax  rebate  claims  and 
energy  assistance. 

The  total  expense  of  the  agency  attributed  to  delivery  of  services  in 
Clarendon  was  $26,187  for  1988.  The  town  contributed  $650  toward  the 
program  costs.  $5160.21  in  meal  donations  was  received  from  seniors  in 
Clarendon  for  congregate  and  home  delivered  meals.  We  are  thankful  for 
your  help.  State  and  federal  funds,  as  well  as  participant  donations  made  up 
the  balance.

Enrollment : 

The  Clarendon  Elementary  School  has  318  students  enrolled  for  the  1988-89 
school  year.  This  is  an  increase  of  17  students  over  last  year  and  we 
expect  this  trend  to  continue  for  the  next  several  years.  The  number  of 
Clarendon  students  at  Mill  River  is  also  up  from  last  year.  The  total 
number  of  Clarendon  students  is  584  and  this  is  an  all  time  high  for  the 
town.

C.  Curriculum: 

Efforts  continue  to  upgrade  the  curriculum  and  instructional  programs  at 
the  Clarendon  Elementary  School.  A  new  guidance  program  has  been  initiated 
under  the  direction  of  David  Rice,  who  has  assumed  the  position  of  Director 
of  Guidance  for  Rutland  South  Supervisory  Union  in  grades  K-12.  Also,  we 
would  like  to  welcome  Shayne  Lylis,  the  new  RSSU  Director  of  Curriculum  and 
Staff  Development.  She  replaces  Paul  Tracy  who  left  to  take  the  position 
of  Superintendent  in  the  Rutland  Central  Supervisory  Union.  Under  Shayne' s 
direction, work  continues  on  revisions  to  the  social  studies  and  science 
programs.  In  conjunction  with  curriculum  changes,  much  work  is  being  done 
to  enhance  the  skills  of  our  teachers.  These  and  other  changes  will  help 
us  to  achieve  the  goals  of  our  school  improvement  plan  and  meet  the 
requirements  of  the  Vermont  Public  School  Standards.

D.  School  Facilities: 

For  several  years  Clarendon  has  been  faced  with  overcrowded  conditions  at 
the  elementary  school  and  these  critical  needs  are  finally  being  resolved. 

On  May  31,  1988  a  $995,412.00  bond  issue  was  approved  by  the  Clarendon 
voters  for  a  new  addition.  In  September,  construction  began  on  the  project 
and  completion  is  expected  sometime  in  late  spring  of  1989.  Occupancy  is 
expected  by  September  of  the  new  school  year.  The  new  addition  will 
provide  much  needed  new  classrooms,  a  new  music  room,  an  art/science  room, 
a  resource  room,  and  additional  administrative  space.  We  thank  the  voters 
of  Clarendon  for  their  support  of  this  project. 

E.  Budget  and  School  Taxes: 

The  proposed  budget  for  the  1989-90  school  year  is  included  in  the  financial 
statements  within  this  report.  The  proposed  budget  has  elementary  school 
expenditures  of  $1 ,308,577.00.  The  major  increases  are  in  the  following 
areas:  Instruction  -  for  salaries  and  benefits  for  new  teachers  to  serve 

additional  students  and  reduce  class  sizes;  Building  -  for  increased 
costs  of  operation  and  maintenance;  Debt  Service  -  principal  and  interest 
costs  on  the  new  addition.  A  comparison  of  school  taxes  over  the  past 
several  years  is  illustrated  by  the  table  below.  At  this  time  we  can  only 
estimate  the  amount  of  state  aid  we  will  receive  for  1989-90.

F.  Assessment  of  Pupil  Performance: 

Clarendon  Elementary  School  uses  a  variety  of  instruments  to  evaluate  the 
academic  progress  of  students.  Among  these  are  teacher  made  tests,  criterion 
referenced  test  from  textbooks,  and  standardized,  norm  referenced  tests. 

The  norm  referenced  test  gives  a  picture  of  student  progress  as  compared 
to  a  national  sample.  For  the  1987-88  school  year  students  in  grades  2, 

3,  4,  and  6  were  tested  in  reading  and  mathematics  on  the  Stanford  Achieve¬ 
ment  Test.  The  median  test  score  for  Clarendon  students  was  above  the 
national  norm  at  all  grade  levels  in  reading.  In  mathematics,  the  median 
tests  scores  were  above  the  national  norm  at  all  grade  levels  except  grade 

4.  In  addition  to  the  above,  Rutland  South  Supervisory  Union  is  working 

on  two  other  assessment  instruments.  A  test  for  achievement  of  mathematics 

objectives  is  being  perfected  and  administered  to  students  at  several  grade 

levels.  Also,  a  system  for  the  evaluation  of  student  writing  is  being 

developed  and  will  be  used  in  conjunction  with  samples  of  student  work. 

G.  Special  Education  and  Chapter  I  Programs: 

The  Rutland  South  Supervisory  Union  provides  a  small  home  based  preschool 
program  for  four-year  old  children  in  Clarendon,  Shrewsbury  and  Wallingford. 
Screening  of  all  four  year  old  children  is  provided  in  each  town  every 

September.
